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INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council : 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  citizens  of  Som- 
ersworth  for  the  trust  and  confidence  placed  in  us 
by  their  endorsement  at  the  polls  on  election  day, 
having  conferred  upon  each  of  us  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  the  administration  of  our  munici- 
pal affairs  for  the  first  biennial  term  of  oflfice  in  our 
city. 

An  endorsement  which  resulted,  I  believe,  from 
the  past  administration  of  honest,  efficient  and  busi- 
ness-like management  of  city  affairs,  and  with  full 
cooperation  and  support  from  each  and  every  one  of 
you  gentlemen  should  be  continued  throughout  this 
administration,  starting  today,  and  when  completed 
will  justify  the  endorsement  and  confidence  placed 
in  us. 

In  my  acceptance  speech  as  a  candidate  for  the 
office  of  Mayor,  I  reviewed  briefly  some  of  the 
achievements  of  the  several  departments  which  I 
wall  outline  again  at  this  time. 

Water   Department 

We  have  extended  our  water  main  to  the  Dover 
line  on  High  street,  greatly  benefiting  the  residents 
in  that  locality  both  in  the  use  of  our  water  supply 
and  for  fire  protection  purposes.     The  efficiency  and 
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safety  of  this  department  has  been  greatly  increased 
by  the  addition  of  the  new  well  and  auxiliary  pump 
installed  the  past  year,  which  was  a  necessity  to  in- 
sure us  against  any  breakdown  or  shortage  of  water, 
and  also  allows  us  to  transfer  from  one  well  to  the 
other  for  cleaning  and  repairing  purposes. 

Schools 

The  repainting  of  the  interior  of  our  high  school 
and  the  addition  of  new  Venetian  blinds  through- 
out the  building;  work  has  been  started  on  the  addi- 
tion to  our  high  school,  which  when  completed  will 
consist  of  two  large  classrooms  and  the  enlarging  of 
our  present  manual  training  room,  enabling  us  to 
care  for  the  increased  enrollment. 

Highway  Department 

Our  streets  have  been  kept  clean  and  cleared  of 
ice  and  snow,  and  well  sanded  on  icy  occasions. 
We  have  approximately  10.4  miles  of  oiled  roads 
throughout  the  city,  of  which  7.3  miles  have  been 
oiled  this  year,  including  the  following  streets:  Main, 
Green,  Union,  Elm,  Orange,  Mt.  Vernon,  Grove, 
Highland,  Prospect,  Linden,  Lincoln,  Pleasant,  Third, 
Chesley  avenue,  Lee,  Depot,  Noble,  Indigo  Hill  road, 
Fore,  Washington,  Fayette,  Franklin,  Myrtle,  Home, 
Hanson  and  Pearl. 

Garbage  is  collected  daily  and  efficiently  by  this 
department.  Complete  records  of  the  cost  of  indi- 
vidual items  are  kept,  which  to  my  belief  has  mate- 
rially assisted  in  the  financial  record  of  this  depart- 
ment. New  equipment  added  includes  street  sweep- 
er, Mack  truck,  Ross  snow  plow  and  a  Burch  sand 
spreader. 
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Under  the  supervision  of  the  Highway  department 
and  the  use  of  WPA  funds,  we  have  relaid  our  main 
sewer  from  Union  street  to  the  mouth  of  Main 
street,  with  42-inch  re-enforced  cement  pipe,  which 
will  enable  us  to  add  to  our  sewer  system  through- 
out the  city  which  was  impossible  to  do  with  the 
mouth  of  the  sewer  remaining  in  its  past  condition. 
This  project  also  included  the  addition  of  9,065  feet 
of  sewer  pipe  extending  from  Union  to  Green,  Indigo 
Hill  road.  Myrtle  and  High  streets.  Approximately 
3,500  square  yards  of  cement  sidewalk  has  been 
constructed  on  Main  street,  from  Washington  to 
Mt.  Auburn  street  and  the  southerly  side  of  Central 
street,  which  greatly  benefits  this  section  of  our  city. 

Relief  and  Welfare 

This  department  has  and  still  is  a  very  important 
factor  in  our  city  finance.  Due  to  the  several  projects 
we  have  been  able  to  procure,  we  have  been  very 
successful  in  keeping  our  direct  relief  cases  at  a 
minimum,  enabling  this  department  to  keep  within 
the  appropriation  allotted  them  for  welfare  and  re- 
lief. 

Before  proceeding  with  the  plans  and  recommen- 
dations for  the  future,  permit  me  to  briefly  refer  to 
the  financial  condition  of  the  city  at  the  close  of  the 
past  administration.

One  of  the  most  important  functions  of  the  city 
council  is  to  provide  funds  for  the  proper  mainte- 
nance of  the  various  departments  and  municipal 
development.  Our  sources  of  income  are  very  lim- 
ited, and  that  fact  must  be  considered  in  its  rela- 
tion to  and  in  the  final  solution  of  all  of  our  prob- 
lems. It  is  not  a  difficult  task  to  suggest  improve- 
ment along  the  line  of  municipal  progress,  the  real 
task  being  that  of  providing  the  funds  to  carry  out 
these  improvements  and  suggestions.  With  these 
facts  in  mind,  gentlemen,  I  present  to  you  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions  for  your  careful  consideration: 

The  extension  of  the  water  main  on  the  cem- 
tery  road  and  West  High  street,  encouraging  to  some 
extent  the  building  of  new  residences  in  this  part 
of  the  city,  which  is  at  present  well  started. 
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Remodeling  the  present  city-owned  building  for- 
merly known  as  the  Great  Falls  Restaurant  to  ac- 
commodate offices  and  council  rooms  for  our  several 
department  officials. 

Maintain  our  present  highways  and  discontinue 
the  construction  of  new  roads  for  the  present. 

Construct  as  rapidly  as  funds  and  conditions  per- 
mit, new  sidewalks  throughout  the  city,  which  are 
greatly  needed  in  several  sections,  and  recommend 
these  walks  be  constructed  of  cement  wherever  it  is 
possible. 

Extension  of  our  sewer  system  on  High  and  West 
High  streets. 

Erection  of  garages  on  land  at  present  owned  by 
the  City  on  West  High  street  for  the  use  of  the  high- 
way department,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  present 
building  is  inadequate  for  our  present  machinery 
and  equipment.  Plans  have  been  drawn  for  the 
erection  of  a  building  116x30  feet,  to  be  added  to  the 
present  structure,  which  is  to  be  used  as  a  sand 
shed,  and  will  greatly  assist  this  department  in  be- 
ing able  to  store  enough  sand  for  winter  use  which 
in  the  past  has  been  impossible  through  the  lack  of 
space.  The  new  building  will  consist  of  seven  heat- 
ed garages  and  a  work  or  repair  shop  also  enabling 
us  to  keep  all  the  city-owned  machinery  and  equip- 
ment under  cover,  which  at  present  is  impossible. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  have  endeavored  to 
acquaint  you  with  some  of  the  foremost  problems 
of  our  city  government  and  do  earnestly  solicit  your 
faithful  and  whole-hearted  cooperation.

STREET  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 


Somersworth,  N.  H.,  January  1,  1941. 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  City  Council : 

Gentlemen:  I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  1,  1941. 

Highway   Department 

During  the  past  year,  the  regular  maintenance  of 
our  streets  and  sewer  system  has  been  carried  out 
as  in  the  past.  Garbage  collections  have  been  reg- 
ular and  there  has  been  collected  1,233  loads  at  a 
cost  of  $1.68  per  load. 

The  receivers  have  been  cleaned  out  in  the  spring 
and  fall,  and  the  manholes  in  the  fall  of  the  year. 

All  streets  were  cleaned  and  swept  in  the  spring 
and  have  been  kept  clean  throughout  the  year. 
Where  the  spreading  of  such  a  large  amount  of  sand 
throughout  the  winter  is  so  necessary  as  to  keep  the 
roads  in  safe  condition  for  travel,  increases  to  a 
great  extent  the  cost  of  the  cleaning  of  streets. 
Three  hundred  and  sixty-one  loads  of  sand  were 
used  on  roads  and  walks,  due  to  slippery  conditions. 
The  following  streets  were  tarvia  treated:  Mt.  Au- 
burn, Central,  Water,  Depot,  Tremont,  Noble,  West 
Green  and  Franklin,  and  the  lower  end  of  Page 
street  was  gravelled  and  given  two  coats  of  oil  com-

Comments  on  Balance  Sheet 

Exhibit  A — Comparative  Statement  of  Assets  and 
Liabilities  as  at  December  31,  1940  and  December 
31,  1939. 

During  the  year  706  feet  of  six  inch  pipe  was  in- 
stalled on  West  High  Street  and,  at  the  present  time, 
we  are  in  the  process  of  installing  2,000  feet  of  six 
inch  Universal  Pipe  on  Cemetery  Road  off  West  High 
Street.  In  addition  the  one  inch  main  on  Walcott 
Avenue  was  extended  325  feet  by  installing  copper 
tubing  to  supply  water  for  two  services. 

Extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the  stand  pipe, 
such  as  scraping  both  inside  and  out.  Two  coats  of 
asphalt  was  applied  on  the  inside  and  two  coats  of 
aluminum  on  the  outside.  The  runway  on  the  top 
was  replaced. 
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Since  many  of  the  services  have  been  in  use  for 
forty  years  or  more  it  was  necessary  to  renew  thirty- 
five.  Also,  nineteen  new  houses  were  connected. 
Eighteen  accounts  were  metered. 

The  bonds  were  reduced  $3,000.00. 

Comments  on   Exhibit   B 

Exhibit  B — Comparative  Statement  of  Operations 
for  the  Fiscal  Years  1940  and  1939. 

During  the  year  two  hydrants  were  replaced  and 
nine  repaired.  The  hydrants  were  flushed  periodic- 
ally during  the  year.  Numerous  repairs  were  also 
made  to  services  and  meters.  There  were  no  ab- 
normal increases  in  expenses. 

Suggestions 

I  would  suggest  that  the  grounds  and  the  road  at 
the  pumping  station  be  improved.  I  should  like  to 
remind  water  takers  that  most  of  the  services  have 
been  in  use  for  a  period  of  forty  years.  Statistics 
show  that  the  average  life  of  galvanized  pipe  is 
twenty  years.  This  indicates  that  there  are  a  great 
number  of  services  which  should  be  replaced.  The 
replacements  should  be  made  during  the  spring  and 
summer  months.  During  this  period  a  service  can 
be  installed  at  considerably  less  expense  than  it  can 
during  the  winter  months.

GENERAL  RULES 


Firemen  as  well  as  citizens  should  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  following  rules  for  giving  alarms 
of  fire. 

1.  Never  pull  a  box  for  a  fire  seen  at  a  distance. 

2.  Never  pull  a  box  while  the  alarm  bells  are 
ringing,  not  until  a  box  has  completed  its  four 
rounds.  Two  boxes  cannot  operate  together, 
and  neither  will  work  if  two  are  pulled  at 
the  same  time.  Never  pull  two  alarms  of  two 
boxes  for  the  same  fire. 

3.  To  ring  in  an  alarm,  break  the  glass  in  the  key- 
box  and  open  the  outside  door  with  the  key. 
Pull  down  the  brass  crank  seen  inside,  till  it 
stops,  then  let  go.  Then  let  the  box  alone. 
The  clock  will  be  seen  or  heard  to  be  running, 
and  the  alarm  will  follow  in  half  a  minute 
or  so.  Close  the  door,  but  do  not  try  to  re- 
move the  key,  as  it  is  locked  in  track  lock  and 
can  only  be  removed  by  a  release  key,  which 
is  carried  by  each  engineer,  who  will,  as  soon 
as  convenient,  release  and  return  it.  Remem- 
ber that  the  firemen  will  come  directly  to  the 
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box  which  has  been  pulled,  and  be  sure  that 
someone  stays  at  the  box  to  dn-ect  them  to  the 
fire. 
4.  Never  pull  an  alarm  for  a  fire  seen  at  a  dis- 
tance. Never  touch  a  box  except  to  give  an 
alarm  of  fire.  Give  an  alarm  for  no  cause 
other  than  actual  fire.  Don't  give  an  alarm 
for  a  chimney  fire.

We  are  therefore  urging  the  members  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  to  grant  us  as  liberal  an  appropri- 
ation for  1941  as  is  possible,  that  we  may  maintain 
our  standard  acquired  during  the  past  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


Somersworth,  N.  H.,  January  1,  1941, 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Somersworth  Public  Library: 

Gentlemen :  Herewith  is  presented  the  report  of 
the  Librarian  for  the  year  1940. 

When  the  time  approaches  for  an  annual  report 
to  be  made  it  is  with  regret  that  one  cannot  describe 
in  detail  the  splendors  of  a  new  library  building,  state 
definitely  that  more  than  one  thousand  new  books 
have  been  accessioned,  or  a  legacy  of  some  $5,000 
or  $10,000  received  during  the  year.  Since  none  of 
these  phenomena  occurred  during  the  past  year  I 
shall  confine  my  report  to  a  statement  of  facts,  plain 
and  simple  though  they  may  be. 

The  increased  demands  upon  our  library  are  evi- 
dent, both  for  circulation  of  books  and  reading-room 
facilities.  The  timely  services  of  the  library  during 
the  past  year  have  aided  in  the  study  of  economic 
problems,  vocational  education  and  general  morale 
— reading  to  keep  one's  balance  and  as  a  substitute 
for  expensive  recreation. 

The  library  has  fundamental  value  at  all  times — 
a  strong  factor  in  the  general  education  of  the  child 
and  continuing  informal  education  for  all  ages,  as 
the  reading  interests  of  the  people  from  prcnschool 
age  to  the  last  of  life  are  provided  for,  through  the 
books  in  our  library. 
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Since  new  books  are  the  life-blood  of  the  library 
a  definite  aim  during  the  year  has  been  to  buy  as 
many  of  the  latest  publications  as  our  appropriation 
would  allows  with  the  patron's  needs  carefully  stud- 
ied and  no  extravagances  allowed. 

The  appropriation  received  from  the  city  is  low 
compared  to  other  libraries  (and  national  library 
standards)  and  from  this  appropriation  salaries, 
maintenance  and  purchase  of  books  must  come. 

Probably  the  most  noteworthy  accomplishment  in 
1940  was  the  addition  of  a  Juvenile  Card  Catalog  to 
the  Children's  Corner.  This  catalog  represents  an 
immense  amount  of  work;  some  over  5,000  cards 
have  been  used  and  filed  alphabetically  in  an  8- 
drawer  cabinet;  it  is  an  achievement  of  which  we 
are  proud! 

This  catalog  lists  the  juvenile  books  by  author, 
title  and  subject;  the  books  are  arranged  on  the 
shelves  in  groups,  each  group  including,  as  nearly  as 
can  be,  all  the  books  treating  of  a  subject,  for  in- 
stance GAMES  or  CHILDREN'S  POETRY,  or  all  the 
books  having  to  do  with  a  particular  period  of  time, 
for  instance  COLONIAL  LIFE  AND  CUSTOMS. 

Typing  of  the  cards  was  done  by  Miss  Dorothy 
Bontaites,  a  N.  Y.  A.  worker  who  has  been  employed 
in  the  library  since  May  and  whose  efficient  assist- 
ance in  other  branches  of  library  work  has  been  much 
appreciated.  Miss  Bontaites  did  very  creditable 
W'Ork  last  summer,  in  charge  w^hile  your  Librarian 
attended  the  Summer  School  of  Library  Science  at 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

Miss  Marilyn  Bell  served  very  satisfactorily  as 
part-time  assistant,  as  she  has  been  doing  the  past 
two  years. 
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Gifts  of  books  were  received  during  the  year  from 
Mrs.  Javan  Russell,  Mrs.  Theodore  Alyea,  Mrs.  Reba 
Lord  Bigelow,  Sister  Mary  of  St.  Angelique,  and 
several  duplicate  volumes  were  received  from  the 
Dover  Public  Library. 

Mrs.  Russell  presented  two  very  nice  volumes  of 
Picturesque  America,  containing  interesting  engrav- 
ings on  steel.  Mrs.  Bigelow,  who  fondly  remembers 
Somersworth  and  her  love  for  the  library  when  she 
was  a  girl  in  school  here,  presented  a  copy  of  Field- 
ing's Folly  by  Frances  P.  Keyes,  as  a  symbol  of  grati- 
tude for  all  the  Somersworth  Library  means  to  her. 

The  Somersworth  Garden  Club,  as  has  always  been 
its  custom,  supplied  the  library  with  beautiful  flow- 
ers from  early  May  to  October  first. 

At  one  time  during  the  summer,  there  was  an  in- 
terest in  postage  stamps  and  we  were  pleased  to 
display  stamps  owned  by  Grin  Littlefield,  Dorothea 
Savithes,  Elizabeth  Ricker  and  Roger  DeHayes. 

The  purchase  of  an  8-drawer  steel  cabinet  greatly 
facilitates  the  filing  of  borrowers'  application  cards 
which  were  previously  contained  in  a  much  smaller 
cabinet. 

At  the  request  of  Miss  Thelma  Brackett,  State 
Librarian,  titles  of  our  new  non-fiction  books  were 
sent  to  the  State  Library  to  be  added  to  their  Union 
List;  by  using  this  list  they  borrowed  several  books 
from  us  which  they  did  not  have  in  their  collection.

REPORT    OF    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Somersworth : 

This  is  the  twelfth  annual  report  to  be  made  by 
me  and  the  forty-seventh  published  report  for  Som- 
ersworth. 

The  School  Year,  as  defined  by  the  laws  of  the 
State  is  that  period  extending  from  July  first  to  June 
thirtieth.  This  makes  uniformity  of  reports  through- 
out the  State  and  this  report,  in  so  far  as  statistics 
and  expenditures  are  concerned,  covers  the  School 
Year,  1939-1940. 

The  reports  of  the  Headmaster  and  School  Nurse 
•cover  the  same  period.  When  the  Manual  Arts  and 
Domestic  Science  courses  w^ere  first  introduced  it  was 
the  custom  to  print  reports.  These  courses  are  now 
as  much  a  part  of  the  work  as  is  the  Department  of 
Commerce  or  the  Department  of  Science  and  the 
printing  of  the  special  reports  has  been  discontinued. 

ENUMERATION   AND    ENROLLMENT— 1940 

Mr.  Antoine  Fournier,  Secretary  of  the  School 
Board  at  that  time,  submitted  the  following  figures 
for  the  Census  of  Children  as  of  October,  1940.  (Mr. 
Fournier  volunteered  for  Defense  in  October  and  is 
now  with  the  Colors  in  Texas.)

There  were  reported  18  children  between  5  and 
21  years  of  age  as  handicapped.  All  but  two  of 
these  are  in  schools  or  hospitals.  A  law  passed  by 
the  last  New  Hampshire  Legislature  makes  it  obli- 
gatory to  provide  teaching  at  home  for  such  handi- 
capped children  as  cannot  attend  the  regular  schools 
and  such  teaching  must  continue  until  the  handi- 
capped children  reach  the  age  of  twenty-one. 

Mrs.  Bernadette  Pellerin  has  been  secured  to  teach 
those  at  home  at  present  and  any  others  who  may 
need  such  teaching  later  in  the  year. 

The  annex  to  the  High  School  was  in  operation 
in  1939-40  but  no  addition  or  changes  were  made 
in  the  teachers  employed  or  courses  given.  The 
same  high  standing  of  the  school  has  been  main- 
tained. In  athletics  we  still  remain  in  Class  B,  that 
is  a  school  with  less  than  125  boys  enrolled.    Schools

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with  more  boys  are  ranked  Class  A.  Somersworth 
High  school  deserves  great  credit  because  it  plays 
so  many  schools  in  the  Class  A  group.  All  its  real 
rivals  are  in  Class  A. 

While  the  statistics,  for  the  most  part,  cover  the 
work  for  1939-40,  I  must  of  necessity  speak  of  some 
things  planned  for  this  year. 

The  Conn  Instrument  Company  has  been  granted 
permission  to  try  to  interest  the  pupils  of  all  schools 
in  forming  a  School  Band.  As  I  write  these  lines 
the  plan  is  just  getting  under  way,  with  about  30 
pupils  equally  divided  among  the  High  School, 
Chandler  School  and  Parochial  Schools.  We  expect 
that  the  band  will  be  a  success.  Mr.  Paul  Chabot 
of  Somersworth  has  been  engaged  by  the  company 
as  instructor. 

A  music  supervisor  is  much  needed  in  Somers- 
worth, one  who  could  teach  both  vocal  and  instru- 
mental music. 

It  is  also  planned  to  make  use  of  Surplus  Prod- 
ucts as  lunches  in  addition  to  the  free  milk  which 
was  and  is  provided  for  every  undernourished  child 
in  the  public  schools,  free  of  charge,  from  funds 
secured  from  the  Milk  Benefit  Picture  which  the 
proprietors  of  the  Somersworth  theatre  so  generous- 
ly make  possible. 

During  the  year  1939-40  the  Dental  Clinic,  which 
we  have  urged  for  so  many  years,  got  under  way 
and  is  being  continued  during  1940-41.  See  the 
Report  of  the  School  Nurse  for  details. 

In  my  last  report  I  mentioned  the  lack  of  chairs 
for  assembly  purposes  at  the  Burleigh  and  Chandler 
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Schools.  Chairs  have  been  secured  for  use  at  the 
Burleigh  School  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  next  appro- 
priation will  provide  enough  money  for  seats  in  the 
Chandler  School. 

We  held  the  usual  Armistice  Day  and  Memorial 
Day  Programs  in  the  schools  and  appropriately  ob- 
served Education  Week  and  the  special  holidays. 
The  pupils  joined  in  the  Armistice  and  Memorial 
Day  parades.  The  superintendent  is  planning  this 
year  to  have  each  room  put  on  its  own  exhibition 
during  the  spring  term.  A  general  exhibition  does 
not  seem  to  appeal  to  the  general  public;  at  least, 
we  feel  that  the  number  who  come  to  see  the  exhibit 
does  not  warrant  the  expenditure  of  time  necessary 
to  prepare  for  it. 

TESTING  PROGRAM 

The  State  Department  of  Education  furnishes 
tests  in  Intelligence  for  the  Senior  Class  and  also 
provides  tests  for  one  subject  each  year.  The  re- 
sults of  these,  while  not  made  public,  show  that  our 
students  at  least  hold  their  own  with  those  of  other 
schools. 

In  the  elementary  schools  the  Detroit  First  Grade 
Intelligence  test  is  given  in  October  to  the  children 
of  the  first  grade.  In  February  we  have  been  giving 
and  shall  continue  to  give,  the  Metropolitan  Achieve- 
ment tests,  and  to  the  eighth  grade  will  be  given 
the  Otis  Group  Intelligence  tests  and  the  Standard 
Graduation  tests. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Somersworth  is  unique  in  providing  transportation 
to  pupils  three  times  a  day.     This  obviates  the  ne- 
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cessity  of  cold  dinners  and  supervised  lunch  periods. 
The  increased  efficiency  of  the  schools  far  outweighs 
the  small  extra  cost.  Transportation  is  provided 
for  all  elementary  school  pupils,  regardless  of  the 
school  attended,  who  live  more  than  a  mile  and  one- 
fourth  from  the  school.  Because  of  crowded  condi- 
tions on  the  bus  it  was  necessary  for  the  distance  to 
be  raised  to  one  and  one-half  miles  for  High  School 
pupils.  We  have  two  good  busses  and  excellent 
transportation  is  provided.  We  have  very  few  com- 
plaints regarding  misconduct  on  the  busses.  Par- 
ents have  shown  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  when  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  make  some  thoughtless 
boy  walk  for  a  few  days. 

Somersworth  should  not  be  ashamed  of  its  school 
buildings.  The  Burleigh  School  is  old,  but  it  re- 
ceives excellent  care  and  is  kept  in  good  repair.  We 
lack  play  ground  facilities,  especially  at  the  Chan- 
dler School,  but  we  try  to  make  the  best  use  of  what 
we  have.  I  wish  we  might  have  a  more  extensive 
program  of  physical  education  in  the  grades. 

If  a  local  teacher  could  be  procured  there  is  still 
need  for  an  adult  school  for  naturalization.  The 
Red  Cross  made  use  of  the  spare  room  in  the  Bur- 
leigh School  last  year  to  carry  on  a  six  weeks'  course 
in  bedside  care.  This  year  the  same  course  has  al- 
ready been  given,  the  assembly  -room  of  the  Chan- 
dler School  being  used.  Your  superintendent  would 
like  to  see  more  such  classes  or  similar  classes  start- 
ed. There  is  no  reason  why  our  school  buildings 
should  not  be  used  more  than  six  hours  a  day. 

We  have  carefully  followed  the  recommendations 
of  the  Defense  Committee  as  given  us  from  time  to 
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time  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  It  has 
not  yet  been  found  expedient  to  open  our  shops  at 
the  High  School  for  trainees.  Dover  is  caring  for 
all  needs  at  present  in  this  area.  The  time  may  come 
when  Somersworth  will  be  called  upon. 

Last  spring  a  course  of  16  lectures  was  given  at 
Portsmouth  by  Prof.  Payson  Smith  of  Harvard.  Your 
Superintendent  and  12  teachers  from  Somersworth 
faithfully  attended  them  all.  This  fall  in  Dover,  a 
course  of  16  lectures  on  teaching  the  Social  Studies 
is  being  given  by  Prof.  Linwood  Chase  of  Boston 
University.  The  same  elementary  teachers  and  Miss 
Caswell  of  the  High  School  are  in  attendance  as  well 
as  the  Superintendent.  Incidentally  there  are  more 
teachers  attending  from  my  Union  than  from  the 
City  of  Dover.  This  shows  a  good  professional 
spirit  and  the  Superintendent  wishes  to  make  public 
recognition  of  it. 

Your  Superintendent  attended  the  meeting  of 
the  National  Association  of  School  Administrators 
held  in  Cleveland,  in  February,  1940,  and  has  made 
plans  to  attend  the  meeting  in  Atlantic  City  the  last 
week  of  February,  1941. 

We  are  endeavoring  to  give  a  democratic  educa- 
tion to  "All  the  Children  of  All  the  People."  The 
schools  belong  to  the  public.  We  desire  your  criti- 
cism when  constructive  and  want  your  suggestions. 
We  could  spend  more  money  but  realize  that  all  that 
is  spent  comes  from  local  sources  and  that  in  times 
like  these  taxes  seem  about  as  high  as  we  can  stand. 
We  shall  continue  to  try  to  give  to  the  patrons  of 
the  public  schools  a  dollar  return  for  a  dollar  ex- 
pended.

REPORT  OF  HEADMASTER  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  past  year  the  school  building  has  been 
enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a  three  story  wing  con- 
taining two  standard  size  classrooms  seating  forty 
pupils  each  and,  on  the  ground  floor,  an  addition  to 
the  present  mechanic  arts  room  which  practically 
doubles  its  capacity.  The  classroom  on  the  top 
floor  has  some  provision  made  for  work  in  Biology 
by  the  inclusion  of  a  sink  and  a  long  work  table 
under  the  windows.  The  total  seating  capacity  of 
our  building  is  now  265  or,  by  including  the  twenty 
bookkeeping  desks  in  the  Commercial  Room,  285. 
Our  total  enrollment  this  year  is  253. 

The  school  has  recently  purchased  a  Victor  sound 
projector  which,  because  of  modern  trends  in  audio- 
visual education,  will  be  almost  indispensible  in  pre- 
senting certain  types  of  subject  matter  in  our  curri- 
cula. This  purchase  was  made  possible  by  the  sub- 
stantial contributions  of  the  classes  of  1939  and 
1940  together  with  the  balances  remaining  in  the 
treasury  of  the  Latin  Club  and  of  a  special  fund 
which  has  been  accumulated  by  such  diverse  activi- 
ties as  penny  collections,  certain  prizes  awarded  to 
the  school,  and  contributions  made  by  the  pupils  on 
various  occasions.  We  wish  to  express  our  grati- 
tude to  all  of  those  who  have  so  generously  sub- 
scribed in  any  way  to  these  funds.  These  sums, 
however,  constitute   only  a   partial   payment.     We 
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expect  to  make  the  final  payment  prior  to  the  close 
of  school  in  June  largely  by  means  of  the  financial 
help  voluntarily  offered  by  the  pupils  themselves. 

In  connection  with  this  plan  for  visual  education 
it  is  vv^ell  to  bear  in  mind  that  a  projector  without 
suitable  films  is  valueless.  Here  again  we  are  ex- 
tremely fortunate  in  that  for  the  past  several  years 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire  has  been  accumu- 
lating a  splendid  film  library  any  and  all  of  which 
are  made  available  to  schools  on  a  very  modest 
rental  basis.  Furthermore  since  the  University  is 
a  member  of  the  New  England  Educational  Film 
Association  we  have  access  to  a  large  number  of 
films  which  may  be  secured  from  other  members  of 
the  association.  These  films  cover  the  fields  of 
Natural  Science,  Social  Science,  Music,  Geology  and 
kindred  subjects.  Considering  these  advantages  I 
believe  that  we  have  a  right  to  be  optimistic  con- 
cerning the  value  of  visual  education  in  our  school. 

No  change  has  been  made  nor  is  any  contemplated 
in  our  program  of  study.  Our  present  program  ap- 
pears to  fit  the  needs  of  our  pupils  exceedingly  well. 
If  any  change  at  all  should  be  considered  it  is  that  a 
fourth  year  of  Mechanic  Arts  might  be  put  in  for 
the  boys  so  that  the  course  in  Mechanic  Arts  might 
be  made  comparable  with  the  four  year  course  in 
Home  economics  for  the  girls.  Today,  because  of 
our  defense  program,  there  is  an  insistent  demand 
for  skilled,  mechanical  workers  and  the  opinion 
seems  to  be  universal  that  the  public  schools  should 
assist  in  this  type  of  training.  We  have  for  years 
been  doing  some.  The  question  is,  are  we  doing 
enough? 

It  is  the  experience  of  all  schools  that  training  of 
this  sort  is  expensive  since  it  involves  such  a  large 
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outlay  for  machines  and  accessory  equipment.  Yet 
if  the  preparedness  program  calls  for  such  training 
we  must  be  ready  to  do  our  part.  At  the  present 
time  a  survey  is  being  made  in  New  Hampshire 
relative  to  the  establishment  of  certain  types  of 
trade  schools.  If  such  schools  are  established  it 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  some  preliminary  train- 
ing will  be  necessary  for  our  pupils  who  may  desire 
to  enroll  in  such  a  school. 

This  is  in  no  sense  a  plea  to  reconstruct  our  school 
and  reform  it  along  the  lines  of  a  trade  school.  It 
is  merely  that  we  have  a  deepening  sense  of  the 
benefits  that  might  accrue  to  our  boys  if  they  were 
given  some  opportunity  to  gain  actual  experience 
operating  a  machine  lathe.  At  present  they  lack 
this  training.  Our  course  now  extends  over  three 
years;  one  of  cabinet  making;  one  of  auto-mechan- 
ics and  a  third  in  electrical  appliances.  A  fourth 
year  could  profitably  be  devoted  to  instruction  in 
the  use  of  machine  tools.  Such  a  course  might  be 
arranged  with  very  little  cost  to  the  department. 

We  acknowledge  with  pleasure  and  deep  appre- 
ciation the  following  gifts  during  the  past  two  years: 
A  history  of  the  Constitution  and  one  hundred  song 
books  presented  to  the  school  by  the  Somersworth 
Kiwanis  Club;  the  magazine  "Banking"  the  sub- 
scription of  which  is  paid  for  by  the  Somersworth 
Savings  Bank ;  and  an  unabridged  Webster's  Dic- 
tionary presented  by  Mr.  Paul  Habel.  The  gift  of 
the  class  of  1940  has  already  been  mentioned  in 
connection  with  the  projector.

The  Annual  Milk  Fund  Benefit  was  held  May

nourished children  were  provided  with  free  milk, 
and  thirty-five  were  treated  at  the  Dental  Clinic. 

Many  thanks  are  due  to  all  those  who  purchased 
tickets  for  the  benefit,  and  children  who  sold  them, 
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and  to  anyone  who  in  any  way  helped  to  make  this 
benefit  a  success. 

A  clearer  understanding  of  the  necessary  cor- 
rections of  defective  teeth,  eyes,  nose,  and  throat 
has  been  made  through  home  contacts. 

This  year's  dental  corrections  show  an  increase 
of  43%,  and  vision  51%.  Parents  have  been  very 
cooperative. 

During  the  winter  months  we  were  fortunate  in 
having  some  of  the  Surplus  Commodity  fruit  dis- 
tributed in  two  of  our  schools.  This  extra  nutri- 
tion helped  considerably  children  who  came  on  the 
bus  and  those  walking  a  long  distance  to  school. 

Each  year  more  fortunate  children  are  asked  to 
bring  clothes,  shoes,  and  rubbers  for  less  fortunate 
ones,  and  these  articles  are  distributed  when 
needed. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent, 
School  Board,  Teachers,  and  Parents  for  their  splen- 
did cooperation.
